I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year  and  no 
untoward  event  gave  rise  to  concern.  Births  during  the  year  numbered  185  a 
little  lower  than  the  figure  for  1964.  When  standardised  for  comparison  with 
the  rest  of  the  country  the  figure  17.6  per  1,000  population  is  arrived  at 
compared  with  18  births  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  162  deaths  during  1965  compared  with  l4l  in  1964.  When 
standardised  for  comparison  with  other  parts  of  the  country  the  death  rate 
becomes  11.2  per  1,000  population.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  much 
the  same  mamely  11.5  per  1,000. 

There  were  5  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age  and  this  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  27.0  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  19/1,000 
in  the  country  as  a  whole.  However  with  a  relatively  small  number  of  births 
one  extra  infant  death  makes  a  considerable  increase  in  the  rate  per  1,000, 

Over  half  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  75  years,  heart 
disease  being  the  main  cause  of  death.  There  were  fewer  deaths  than  usual 
from  Malignant  Disease,  19  being  reported  in  1965.  In  the  previous  five  years 
the  average  was  27  cases.  Tables  are  included  in  the  report  giving  more 
detailed  information  about  the  cause  of  death  and  comparison  is  made  with  the 
figures  for  the  past  5  years. 

The  immunisation  programme  against  infectious  disease  is  encouraging. 

The  majority  of  mothers  attending  the  welfare  clinic  have  their  children 
immunised  and  attend  again  just  before  the  child  starts  school  when  there  is 
a  greater  risk  of  exposure  to  infectious  diseases.  The  majority  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  due  to  Measles  which  is  usually  a  mild  disease  only 
isolated  cases  of  other  diseases  occurred.  No  diphtheria  has  occurred  for 
several  years  due  to  the  intensive  immunisation  programme  against  this  disease 
throughout  the  country.  No  deaths  were  caused  by  infectious  disease. 

I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Brccklebank  and 
his  staff  for  the  valuable  help  they  have  given  during  the  year,  I  wish  also 
to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  ’-a ter  Supply  to  the  Borough  was  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

All  the  samples  from  the  Public  Mains  were  satisfactory,  three  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  reported  from  private  water  supplies.  Six  houses  in  the  borough 
have  prive.te  supplies.  In  70  houses  in  the  Borough  the  water  supply  is  by 
means  of  a  standpipe  outside  the  house.  This  is  unsatisfactory  fis  it  renders 
the  supply  liable  to  contamination. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Borough.  It 
is  however  disturbing  to  note  that  24  houses  still  use  pail  closets.  There 
is  always  a  risk  of  infection  spreading  by  means  of  contamination  of  food  by 
flies  which  are  attracted  by  this  type  of  closet.  Every  effort  must  be  made 
to  convert  this  type  of  closet  to  a  water  carriage  system. 

There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  district  which  are  substandard.  In 
some  cases  it  is  possible  to  give  these  old  houses  a  new  lease  of  life  by 
remedying  defects  and  providing  essential  amenities.  Grants  are  available 
for  this  purpose  in  suitable  cases.  In  many  cases  the  cost  of  rendering  a 
house  fit  is  so  great  that  the  only  solution  is  demolition. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  Health  Department  is  the  Supervision  of  Food 
supplies.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  inspecting  and  taking 
samples  of  food  to  ensure  that  it  is  in  every  way  fit  for  human  consumption. 
La,rge  quantities  of  Meat  are  inspected  and  diseased  animals  condemned  whole 
or  in  parts.  It  is  only  by  constant  vigilance  that  it  is  possible  to  ensure 
that  the  foodstuffs  offered  for  sale  to  the  public  are  wholesome  in  nature. 
Slaughterhouses  and'  shops  are  inspected  to  make  sure  that  they  maintain  the 
required  standard  of  cleanliness.  Ice  cream  is  included  in  the  foodstuffs 
inspected  and  regular  samples  taken  from  retailers  for  analysis.  The  great 
majority  of  these  are  satisfactory.  When  a  doubtful  or  bad  sample  is 
recorded,  the  premises  are  inspected  to  find  why  this  occurred  -  often  some 
error  in  technique  is  discovered  and  the  proprietor  is  advised  accordingly. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY 


Each  year  some  2,300  women  die  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  in  England  and 
Wales.  In  an  attempt  to  reduce  these  numbers  a  special  test  has  been  devised. 
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By  examining  some  of  the_ cells  from  tho  surface  of  the  cervix,  it  is  possible 
, ^ d e t set  c hang e s  which  indicate  that- the  woman  nay' develop  cancer  later  in 
Procedure  is  known  as  exfoliative  cytology  and  the  examination 
^l  d  _  cytological  exar mation.  For  this,  material  from  the  cervix  is 

mmread  on  a  slide  and  examined  under  a  microscope  in  the  laboratory. 

positive  smear  is  one  in  which  cells  show  changes  indicating  that  cancer  is 
likely  to  develop  in  the  future. 

'This  early  examination  has  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  incidence  of 
cancer,  notably  in  the  U.S.-v.  and  Canada.

The  examination  is  quite 'simple  and  causes  little  discomfort.  About 
Id  persons  are  seen  at  each  session. 


CLINIC 

,  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  New  Clinic  in  Louth  was  opened.  This 
■ui  Ldm  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  clinic  which  had  become  quite 
inadequate  to  cope  with  the  services  required.  It  is  a  prefabricated  single 
storied  structure  of  attractive  appearance  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
covered  pram  shelter  is  provided  and  there  is  a  car  park  on  the  fore  court. 

i;l>  re  arp  r-:°re  consulting  rooms  available  and  it  has  been  possible  to  augment 
the  various  health  services. 


The  Infant  Welfare  Department  now  has  ample  space.  A  large  consulting 
room  is  available  for  Doctors  attending  the  Clinic  and  a  combined  waiting  room- 
weighing  room  is  provided.  Welfare  foods  and  Vitamins  are  available  to 
tb°  mothers.  The  waiting  room  can  also  be  used  as  a  lecture  room.  Two  v/ell 
equipped  Dental  Surgeries  replace  one  in  the  old  building.  Accommodation  is 
'Iso  provided  for  a  Chiropodist,  a  service  which  is  becoming  extremely  popular 
with  the  older  people  who  frequently  suffer  great  discomfort  from  disorder  of 
the  feet.  Speech  disorders  in  children  are  investigated  and  treated  by  the 
opeet  therapist  who  attends  regularly  and  renders  useful  service  in  treating 
t-sse  Children.  A  psychiatrist  is  available  for  investigation  of  Maladjusted 
'.hildren  nd  p  -ychiatric  disorders  which  are  worrying  parents. 

-“-here  is  also  a  Department  of  Mental  Welfare.  The  problem  of  Mental 
Disorder  nas  been  receiving  much  more  sympathetic  consideration  in  recent  years 
by  the  public.  There  used  to  be  great  reluctance  on  the  part  of  those  concerned 
to  seek  advice  but  now  con  iderable  help  can  be  given  in  various  ways  and  the 
patient  in  many  cases  can  be  returned  to  a_useful  life  in  the  Community. 

PROPHYLACTIC  MLA  iURL3  ,11  .IN  .T  INFDCTIOUC  DISEASE 


Immunisations  carried  out  in  schools,  and  clinics  throughout  the  year 
are  shown  in  the  tables.  The  figures  are  much  the  sne  as  in  196k.  The 
majority  >f  the  immunisations  are  carried  out  durin/  the  cbilds  first  year 
of  life  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  carry  this  out  when  the  mother  brings 
b'-r  cnild  to  its  Infant  Welfare  Clinic.  Host  Mothers  are  anxious  to  have 
tnis  procedure  carried  out  and  very  few  refuse.  The  majority  of  Polio 
immunisations  are  now  carried  out  by  the  oral  method,  that  is  to  say  the 
vaccine  is  given  in  syrup  or  on  a  sugar  ]ump  and  taken  by  mouth.  Mo  injection 
is  needed.  This  method  is  popular  v/ith  the  older  children  who  may  be 
apprehensive  of  the  injection  method.

2.  FOOD  CONTROL 

Inspection  of  Premises 

Three  hundred  and  three  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  food  premises 
during  the  year.  Forty  seven  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  remedied 
informally.  With  the  limited  time  available  for  this  work  'most  attention  was 
given  to  catering  establishments,  manufacturing  premises  and  ice  cream  premises, 
and  less  time  was  spent  on  premises  selling  mainly  wrapped  and  packaged  goods. 

Washing  Facilities  in  Food  Premises 

Details  of  the  numbers  and  categories  of  food  premises  in  the  Borough  are 
shown  in  the  following  table  together  with  information  about  the  washing 
facilities  which  are  available. 

The  food  premises  have  been  divided  into  five  cate-’  ries  as  shown  below. 

The  index  letters  i:i  the  margin  correspond  to  the  index  letters  at  the  head  of 
the 'columns  in  the  table. 

4.  Premises  licenced  for  the  Sale  of  Ice  Cream.  In  most  cases  the  sale  of 

ice  cream  is  subsidiary  to  the  main  business  such  as  confectioner,  general 
grocer,  sweets  and  tobacco  etc. 

•  Bakehouses .  These  include  bakehouses  with  bakers’  and  confectioners’ 
attached. 

Meat  Products  Manufacturers. 

F*  Catering  Establishments.  These  include  fish  friers'  premises  which  have 
dining  rooms  attached.

it  possible  to  rehouse  some  of  those  families  who  have  been  living  for  a  number 
of  years  in  unfit  ..houses.  The  completion  of  the  remainder  of  the  houses  in 
this  scheme  should  enable  all  houses  at  present  declared  to  be  unfit  to  be 
vacated  during  1966. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  NUISANCES ,  RODENT  CONTROL 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  ref use. was  maintained  during  the  year. 
In  addition  trade  refuse  was  removed  from  a  number  of  factories  at  the  request 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  management. 

The  collection  of  cardboard  and  paper  for  sale  to  the  board  mills  was  also 
increased,  the  total  weight  sold  during  the  year  being  483  tons.  A  second 
electric  baling  press  was  purchased  and  installed  in  the  salvage  depot  during 
the  year  to  deal  with  the  increasing  qu-  itities  of  paper  and  cardboard  being 
collected. 

With  the  introduction  of  a  forty  hour  week  for  manual  workero  to  come  into 
operation  in  January,  1966,  tests  were  carried  out  during  the  Autumn,  in  w  ic  a 
bulldozer  and  scraper  for  levelling,  consolidating  and  covering  refuse  a  ® 
-trolled  tip,  were  used.  These  tests  proved  successful  and  it  was  eci  e 

to  purchase  this  ..equipment .  Its  use  will  achieve  a  reduction  in  costs  an 
economy  in  man  power.

Seventy  eight  dwellinghouses  and  twenty  six  other  premises  were  treated 
for  rodent  infestations  during  the  year.  In  addition  regular  inspections 
of  areas  likely  to  be'  infested  were  carried  out  by  the  rodent  operative. 

The  baiting  of  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system  with  fluoroacetamide  was 
also  continued  during  the  year. 

While  the  incidence  of  rodent  infestation  in  the  area  remains  low,  it  is 
nevertheless  essential  to  maintain  a  regular  survey  and  inspection  of  premises 
to  prevent  any  growth  in  the  residual  rat  population.

6.  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Staff 


The  two  public  health  inspectors  enployed  by  the  Council  have  been 
appointed  inspectors  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.  The  time  available  for 
inspections  under  the  Act  is  limited  and  amounts  approximately  to  one 
quarter  of  one  inspector's  time. 


Inspections 


General  inspections  are  being  carried  out  regularly  along  with  the  other 
inspection  duties  of  the  office. 


Two  hundred  and  forty  eight  premises  were  registered  under  the  Act  at  the 
end  of  the  year  of  which  ninety  seven  had  received  a  general  inspection. 

This  work  involved  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  sixteen  visits  of  inspection. 


Remedying  of  Contraventions 

Thirty  two  contraventions  of  the  Act  in  twenty  four  premises  have  been 
remedied  by  informal  action  during  the  year.

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Special  Lighting  Survey 


In  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  Local  Authority  Circular  No, 

9,  Supplement  No.  1,  dated  9th  August,  1965?  a  special  survey  of  lighting 
standards  in  shops  and  offices  in  the  borough  of  Louth  was  carried  out  in 
November,  1965. 

General  Impression  of  Standards  of  Lighting 

(a)  Natural  Lighting 

The  natural  lighting  both  of  sales  areas  and  rear  portions  of  shops 
in  the  town  centre  varies  from  poor  to  bad.  This  is  due  to  the  general 
congestion  of  the  buildings  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  which  makes  very 
difficult  the  placing  of  windows  where  they  would  provide  adequate  natural 
lighting.  In  fact,  adequate  lighting  in  the  rear  portions  of  many  shops 
can  only  be  obtained  by  artificial  means. 

(b)  Artificial  Lighting 

The  standard  of  artificial  lighting  varies  considerably  from  one 
premises  to  another,  and  also  between  one  part  of  any  premises  and  another 
part.  In  a  few  shops  and  offices  the  lighting  intensity  at  the  level 
of  the  working  surface  is  between  30  and  40  lumens  while  the  majority  fall 
short  of  this  standard,  and  a  few  are  very  inadequately  lit. 

The  greatest  variation  between  the  various  parts  of  a  single  premises 
occurs  in  shops  where  the  sales  area  is  usually  found  to  be  adequately 
lighted,  but  stock  rooms,  corridors  and  cloakrooms  are  often  poorly  lighted. 

Examples  of  Unsatisfactory  Lighting 

In  a  number  of  cases  inadequate  lighting  was  found  in  corridors,  staircases 
and  stock  rooms  at  tho  roar  of  old  shops  in  the  town  centre.  Many  of  these 
premises  had  originally  boon  combined  shops  and  houses,  with  the  residential 
accommodation  cat  the  rear  and  on  the  first  and  second  floor.  In  course  of  time 
the  residential  part  of  the  property  had  been  abandoned  for  living  purposes,  and 
had  gradually  been  taken  over  for  storage  and  general  purposes.  Sometimes  the 
electrical  installation  in  this  part  of  the  premises  had  been  neglected  completely 
and  in  those  cases  where  it  was  in  use,  it  had  not  been  extended  or  improved 
to  suit  the  requirements  of  the  new  use  to  which  the  part  of  the  premises  had 
been  put. 

This  applies  also  to  some  extent  to  premises  now  used  as  offices  which 
previously  had  been  used  as  dwellinghouses  or  for  some  other  purpose. 

Where  shops  and  offices  have  been  modernised  or  rebuilt  within  the  last  few 
years,  the  lighting  generally  is  satisfactory  as  the  lighting  installation  has 
been  positively  planned  as  an  essential  part  of  the  improvement  or  rebuilding. 

Specific  Standards  of  Lighting 

No  specific  standards  of  lighting  have  been  recommended  to  occupiers  of 
premises  but  a  comparison  has  been  made  between  the  intensity  of  lighting,  and 
tho  recommended  standards  of  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society. 

Glare 

No  specific  instances  of  glare  have  been  noted.
